headquarters here concerning the 
contract reopening. 
Union President David J. Mc­ 
Donald

Palm Springs, Calif., where he 
had been recovering from a virus 
infection. It was reported that he 
met with union members of the 
steel industry’s Human Relations 
Committee to discuss controver­ 
sial issues. 
Under USW bylaws McDonald 
has the authority to summon the 
union’s 170-member Wage Policy 
Committee, which in turn has the 
responsibility of giving formal no­ 
tice of reopening the existing con­ 
tracts. 
Normally the union’s 34-man 
Executive Board convenes prior 
to the calling of the wage policy 
group. 
Last year, the union signed con­ 
tracts in basic steel which were 
described by President Kennedy 
as “ non inflationary.” 
Five days later, the big steel 
producers announced price hikes 
averaging $6 per ton. The move 
raised the ire of the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration and, under presiden­ 
tial pressure, the increases were 
rescinded one-by-one.
